As be himself indicated, he 
could not find in earth, sea and sky, a 
subject of more importance to each of 
us, or one of more individual interest. 
To the " Duck," looking forward, (he 
five years to be spent at College seem 
an infinity, but they pass ere he real- 
izes, even as a thistle down is blown 
from the band ; and often, the round 
of regular duty, the succession of 
pleasures and sports absorb his time 
until the last day comes, finding him 
with no preparation for the future, 
no chosen career before him. A boy 
just entering College may m»t be able 
to choose wisely but he ought by the 
second or third year, to have sound 
ideas. Harvard with its eighteen 
eleclives allows a Student to pursue a 
course in direct preparation tor his 
future career. The ideal curriculum 
for our own College would be re- 
quired Studies for the first three years, 
and in (he lasl I wo, a course largclv 
elective. When (he Technical Depart- 
ment materializes, perhaps such an 
arrangement may be made.
